Abottt one hundred men employed 


In the Southern Railway and Danville 
and Western railway shops- who have 
been on strike for more than ten 
weeks will return, under the new plan 
of settlement tomorrow. Many of the 
shops are being filled by the old men 
todftv but enquiries made this morn- 
ing revealed that the local union men 
had decided not to* go back to work 
until the replacements had an oppor- 
tunity of relinquishing their positions. 


Under the agreement, the men will 


return to work on the wage scale of 
July 1, as laid down by the Railroad 
Labor Board, with the seniority rights 
unimpaired. The shopmen who were 
hired by the railroad during the strike 
will be dismissed as the strikers re- 
turn. 


The negotiations for the settlement 


have been.in jprogress sin<;e Saturday, 
at which- time- no agreements could be 
reached owing to the fact that the 
strikers urged" the inclusion of a clause 
for the immediate dismissal of all 
strike-bre akers. 
It was learned this afternoon that 
the federated shop crafts would hold 
a-* meeting this afternoon, by which 
time It was expected a message would 
have been received from the general 
chairman, J. M. Ellis, authorizing a 
resumption of work. It is further un- 
derstood that the head mechanics of 
the two shops hax-e been instructed 
to give the transportation home of 
such men as have been employed dur- 
ing the strike.

LAWYERS EXONERATED IN COURT 
Judge McDowell 
- Instructs Not 


Girilty Verdict 


Frank "L. McKlnney. attorney of 


South Boston, and W. 8. Adkisson. 
al«o of the Halifax bar, were exoner- 
ated by a federal court jury yesterday 
of Indictments under the War Risk 
Insurance Act. After the evidence 
had been heard In the McKinney case, 
Judge H. C. McDowell directed that 
the Jury bring in a verdict of "not 
guilty" on the ground that the gov- 
ernment had not sustained the indict- 
ment. The jury was given the option 
of returning such a verdict or retiring 
and reaching a decision. The infer- 
ence was that if the- jury had returned 
a verdict of guilty the court would 
have immediately act it asid*. The 
jury, however, chose the former course 
and gave the Halifax man a clean bill 
of health. 
The case against Adkisson was then 
gone into and the same procedure was 
observed, the court instructing a "not 
guilty" verdict which was promptly 
returned. The government failed to 
show as predicted in the opening state- 
ment of Assistant District Attorney 
Clarence Gentry that the two men had 
preyed^ on the susceptibilities of ig- 
norant people in making a claim for 
war insurance in the case of Abner 
Lee Lack*. 
The defense •was. however, able to 
ahow that the three-dollar fee set by 
law as the costxlimit by attorneys in 
preparing claim papers had not been 
overstepped, but that th« f 700 fee for 
professional services was earned fn 
conducting a wilL contest suit, which 
arose In the State court over the $10,- 
000 war insurance policy. 
All three indictments heard at the 
present term of court under the War 
Risk Insurance Act resulted in the de- 
feat of the government 
The indictment against Davis S. Bill, 
former postmaster of Spencer, in Hen- 
ry county, •was continued yesterday by 
the government.

The grand jury was not in session 
yesterday and had set this morning 
for the beginning of the •painstaking 
investigation' which Judge J. Turner 
Clement asked them to make of the 
affair 
The court in charging the 
grand jury asked that if evidence of 
a disturbance was* revealed ths« in- 
dictments be returned and that if not 
then tne good name of vireixia should 
be xindicated. 
It was learned here on reliable au- 
thority today that R- G. Thompson 
and J- H Dunn, the twodetectives 
from Winston-Salem. N. C- and the 
storm centre of the alleged demonstra- 
tion will not be at Chatham to go be- 
fore the grand jury. The two men 
came through Danville on Monday and 
said that they were on their way to 
the county seat'for the purpose of lay- 
ing their side of. the Gretna incident 
before the grand jury. They apepar 
to have changed their plans rather 
suddenly. 
Arriving at Chatham, it Is reliably 
reported, a friend met them at the 
train and told them thta there were 
six stale warrants against them wait- 
ing to be served, these, alleging various 
violations of the omni-present Mapp 
act. The effect of this information 
was that the deJectives s»«ved on the 
»raln and got off at Alta Vista, where 
they bought a ticket back to Greens- 
boro. N. C.. and caught the first train 
going that way. 
Failure of the officers to appear was 
expected to weaken the strength of 
the evidence of those men who insist 
that a Tear lynching took p3a«-e at 
Gretna wh«n the cases 'worked up* hy 
the detectives were brought.to trial. 
As the matter stoou ioaay it swjmcd 
that there would be 'ProMMlJotS' Tn- 
speclor W. T. Shelton present to Jus- 
tify that the situation in Ihe court- 
room was tte worst h« had ever wit- 
nessed and who, after th« iffair was 
ov*r stated that h* was fearful for the 
Hves of the detective*.

When the co-operative marketing 
association begins the acceptance of 
deliveries here it is also predicted that 
farmers will be prompt to avail them- 
selves of the first opportunity to con- 
vert their crop into money, and will 
be on hand in force. 
One of the warehousemen today 
gave orders to have eveiy hogshead 
removed from the salesfloor so as to 
leave as much space as possible. He 
said that he looked for unusually large 
receipts on that day.

Practically all of the tobacco sold to- 
day was first primings, and, thereore, 
very high prices were not expected 
The Watson warehouse, operated by 
the Tobacco Growers' Co-Operative 
association, did not open this morn- 
ing, but will probably do so about 
October 3.

BROUGHT OUT 


JACKSOX, Calif., Sept. 19.—(By 
The Associated Press.)—Five bodies 
of miners, entombed 22 days by a fire 
in the Argonaut Gold Mine, were 
brought to the surface today. 
The 
United States Bureau mine crew, 
wrapped the bodies in canvas where 
they were found last night in the 4,- 
350 foot level of the Argonaut and 
carried them through the Kennedy 
mine adjoining. 
Three of the dead 
were identified. The work of bring- 
ing out the 47 victims of the fire and 
the poisonous gases will continue un- 
til all have been recovered. 
A coroner's Jury will be sworn in 
tomorrow and an inquest probably 
will be held Thursday. It is not ex- 
pected the responsibility lor the dis- 
aster will be fixed. 
There was no demonstration when 
the resucue crewe - appeared* »t Jhe 
mouth of the Kennedy shaft with their 
humanburdens. 
A check 
of 
the 
names of the dead showed seven were 
American born, twenty In Italy, their- 
teen In Jugo-Slavia and four were of 
Spanish or Mexican ancestry. Others 
could not be checked. 
The state compensation fund is ex- 
pected to pay about $100,000 to the 
dependents of the mine disaster. In 
addition the state allows $100 for each 
buriel and the Argonaut Company has 
added $25 In each case,

can opener and use it freely without 
serious depletion of his pocketbook 
through the coming fa'l and winter. 
The great sta-ole articles of food which 
are pacfcpd or preserved and \vhi<h 
plaj a prominent part In the daily 
austere-nee of the United States, give 
no e-. 1C1"?- e of any marked advince in 
price and in general may be expected 
to rema>* at present or lowr 'levels. 
Th.s conclusion is basej on tele- 


graphic reports received within 'he 
last twenty-four hours from experts 
in e\ery big producii-r and ;.ack-ng 
section of the country. Packs of can- 
ned food's in nearly :»very center are 
running neaxilj in eveas o? those of 
1921 
The holdover stocks of that 


year are not yet entirely disposed ot 
and there certa:n!> will be no scarci- 
ty of the greater number of v-ineties 
of canned fruits., vegetables or milk 
in the next year."
